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| Tnthemeanetimevnrill there beediſcoucrie of ſufficient ſtore-in ſomeplace 
or other couenient, the want of you which are and shalbe the planters therein may 
be as well ſupplied by Bricke:for the making whereotfin diuers places of the coun-. 
rrey thereisclay both excellent good,and plentie ; and alſoby Iimemade of Oiſter 
shcls,and of others burnt, after the maner as they vic in the lles of Tener and She- 
py,andalſo indiuers other places of England: Which kinde of limeis wellknowne 
to beeas good asany other. And of Oiſtershels there is plentie enough: for belides 
divers other particular places where areab undance,there is oneshallowe ſounde a- 
long the coaſt, where m1 the ſpaceof many miles rogetherinlenght, and two or 
three milesin breadth; the groundeis nothing els becing bur halfe a foote ora too- 
te vnder water for the moſt part. . | | 

This much can[l ſay further more of ſtones, thatabout 120. miles from our 
| fortneere the waterintheſide ofa hill wasfounde by a Gentleman of our compa- 


ny, agreat yeine of hard ragge ſtones, which 1 chought good to remember vuto 
you. : 


Of the. nature and manners of the_ people 


It reſteth I ſpeake a word or two of the naturall inhabitants, their natures and 
; maners,leauing ns diſcoutle thereof varill time more conuenient hereafter : no-. 
weonely fo farre foorth,as thatyou may know, how that they in reſpe&t of troub- 
- lingourinhabiting andplanting,are nor to be feared; but that they Fall hauecau- 
{cboth to feare and loue vs,thatshall inhabire with them. :+ 

They are a people clothed with looſe mantles made of Deere skins , & aprons , | 
of the ſame rounde about their middles; all els naked; of luch a difference of itatu- 
 resonly asweein England; hauing no edge tooles or weapons of yronor ſtecleto - 
offend'vs withall, neither know they how to make any: thoſe weapos that they ha- 
-ue,areonlic bowes made of Witch hazle, & arrowes of reeds; flatedged trunche- 
ons alſo of wood aboutayardlong, neither haue they any thing todefend chem- 
ſelues bur targets made ade ; and ſome armours made of ſtickes wickered to- 
gether with thread. 21 
| __ Theirtownesarebut ſmall, & neere the {ca coaſt but few, ſomecotaining bur 
/10.0r 12. houſes: ſome 20. the greateſt that we haue ſeene haue bene but of 30. hou- 
ſes:1t they be walled itisonly done with barks of trees made faſt to ſtakes,or els with 

poles onely fixed vpright andcloſe one by another. | 

Their houſes are made of ſmall poles made faſt at the tops inrounde forme af- 
ter the maner asis vſed in many arbories in our gardens of England, in moſt tow- 
.nes couered with barkes, and inſome with artificiall matres made of long rushes; 
from the tops of the houſes downeto the ground. The length ofthem iscomman- 


Jy double to the breadth,in ſome places they arebut 12. and 16; yardeslong, andin 
officr ſome wee haueſcene of foure and twentie, Rs wi

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In ſomeplaces of the countrey one onely towne belongeth ro the gouern- 
ment ofa Wiroans orchiefe Lorde; in other ſome two or three; in ſomeſixe, cighr, 


& more; thegreateſt Wiroans that yer we had dealing with had but eighteene tow-. 


nesin his goucrnmer,and able to makenoraboucſeuen or eight hundred fighting 
menatthe moſt: The language of euery gouernmentis different from any other, 
andthefarther they are diſtant the greateris the difference. 

Their mancrof warres amongſt rhemſelues is either by ſudden ſurpriling one 
another moſt commonly about the dawning of the day,or moone li fr ; orels by 
ambushes, orſome ſutrledeuiles: Ser batrels arevery rare, excepritfall out where 
therearemany trees, where eyther part may haueſome hope of defence, after the 
deliueric of cuery arrow,in leaping behind ſome or other. | 

If there fall out any warres berwee vs & them, whar their fight is likely to bee, 
wehauing aduantagesagainſtthem ſo many maner of waies, as by ourdiſcipline, 
our ſtrange weapons anddeuiles els; eſpecially by ordinance you and ſmall,it may 
be ealily imagined ; by the experience we hauehadin ſomeplaces, the turning v; 
of theirheeles againſt ys in running away was their beſt defence, 

In reſpect of vs they are a people poore, and forwant ofskill and indgemerr 


inthe knowledge and vic of our things, doe eſtcenye our trifles before thingesot 
greater value: Notwithſtanding in their proper manner OR want of 


{uch meanes as wehaue, they ſceme very ingenious; For although they haue no 
ſuch tooles,nor any ſuchcrafres,ſciences and artes as wee; yetin thole thinges they 
doe, they shewe excellencie of wit. And by howe much they vpon due confidera- 
tionshall finde our manner of knowledgesandcraftes to exceede theirs in perfe- 
tion, andſpeed for doing or execution, by ſo much the moreisir probable that 
| theyshouldedeſireourfriendships & loue, and haue the greater rel peCt for plea- 
{ingandobeying vs. Whereby may beehoped if meanes of good gouernment bee 
FOE they may inshorttime be brought to ciuilitie, and the imbracing'of true 
religion. $: 
Some religion they hauecalrcadie, which althoughit be farrefrom the truth, 
 yetbeyngatiris,thereishopeir may bee the eaſier and ſooner reformed. 
They belecue thatthereare many Gods which they call Mantoac, bur of dif- 


ferent ortesand degrees; oneonely chiefe and great God, whichhath benefrom 


all eternitie. Who as they affirme when hee purpoſed to maketheworlde, made - . 
firſt other goddes of a principall orderto bee as meanesand inſtrunientsrobecey- * 


{ed inthecreation and gouernment to follow; and afterthe Sunne, Moone, and 
Starres, as "_ goddes and the inſtruments of the other order more rincipall. 
Firſt they ſay were made waters, ourof which by the gods was madeall diuerlitic 
of creatures that are viſible or inuiſible. 

For mankind they ſay awoman was made firſt,which by the woorking of one 


ofthe goddes, conceiued and broughtfoorth children : Andin ach fort they fay 
they hadtheirbeginning. $4.45

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But how manicyeeres or ages baue paſſed ſince, they ſay they can make no re- 
lation, hauing no letters nor other ſuch meancs as we to keepe recordesof the par- 
ricularities i: times paſt,bur onelie tradition from father to ins 

They thinkethar all the gods are of humane$hape, & therfore they repreſent 
them by imagesin the formes of men, which they call Kewaſowok. one alone is cal- 
led Kewas; Them they place in houſes appropriate or temples which they call 
Mathicomuck; Where they woorship, praie, fing, and make manie times offerings 
vnto them. Inſome Machicomuck we haue ſeene but on ao inſometwo, and 
© inotherſomethree; The common ſortthinke them to bealſo gods. 

| Theybelecucalſotheimmornalitic of the ſoule, that after this life as ſoone as 
theſouleis departed om the bodie according tothe workesit hathdone, itisey-". 
ther carried to heauerhe habiracle of gods, there to enioy perperuall bliſſe and hap- 
pineſſe, orelsroagreat pitre or hole, which they thinke to beein thefurtheſt partes 
of their partof the worlde towarde the ſunne ſer,there to burne continually : the 
place they call Topogiſ. 

For theconfirmation of this opinion, they rolde mee two ſtories of two men 
thathad been lately dead and reuiued againe, the one happened bur few yeres be- 
fore our comming in the countrey of a wicked man which auing beenedeadand 
anſ) the nextday theearth ofthe graue beeing ſcene to moue, was take VP agai- 
ne; Who made declaration where his ſoule had beene, thatis to faie very neere cn- 
tring into Popoguſſo, had not one of the gods faued him & gauehim leaue to rerur- 
neagaine,and teach his friends what they should doe to auoid thatterrible place of 
tOrmenr. 9 

Theotherhappenedin the ſame yeere wee were there, but ina towne that was 
threeſcore miles from vs, anditwastolde mee forſtraunge newesthat one beeing 
dead,buried and taken vp againe as the firſt, chewed thatalthough his bodic had 
lien dead inthe graue,yethisſoule was aliue,and had trauailed farrein along broa- 
de waic,on both ſides whereof grewe moſt delicate and plcafaitt trees, bearing mo- 
rerare and excellent fruites then euerhee had ſecne before or was able to expreſle, 
and artlength came to moſt braue and faire houſes, neerewhich hee methis father, 
thathad beenedead before , who gaue him great charge to goe backe againe and 
Shew his friendes what good they were todoetoenioy the L arum of that place, 
which when he had done heshould after come againe, 

What ſubrilry ſocuer be in the Wiroances and Prieſtes,this opinion worketh ſo 
muchin manicof the common and ſimpleſorr of people thatit maketh them ha- 
ue great reſpe&tto their Gouernours,and alſo great care what they do, to auoid tor- 
ment afrerdeath, and to enioy bliſſe; althought notwithſtanding thereis punish- 
ment ordained for malefa&tours,as ſtealers, whoremoongers, and otherſortes of 
wicked doers; ſome punished with death,ſome with fortcirures ſome with beating, 
according to the greatnes of the factes. 

And thisis the ſummeoftheirreligion, which 1 learned by hauing ſpecial fa-

miliarity with ſome of their prieſtes, Wherein they were nor ſoſure grounded, nor 
gaue ſuch credite to their traditions and ſtories but through conuerling with vs 
ine were broughtinto great doubts of their owne,and noſmall admiratio ofours, 
with carneſtdeſirein many, tolearnemorethan we had meanes for want of per- 
feRvrtrerancein theirlanguageto expreſſe, = 
Molt thinges they ſawe with vs,as Mathemarticall inſtruments, ſeacompaſles, 
thevertueofthe loaditonein drawing yron, a perſpeCtiue glaſle whereby wasshe-. 
wed manieſtrange ightes, burning glaſſes, wildefire woorkes, gunnes, bookes, wri- 
ting and reading , ſpring clocks thatſeemeto goeof themſelues, and manie other 
thinges that wee had,wereſo ſtraunge ynto them, ando farre exceeded their capa- 
cities to comprehend thereaſon OF meanes how they should be made and done, 
| tharthey choughtthey wererather the works of godsthen of men, or attheleaſt- 
wiſe they had bin giuen and taught vs of the gods. Which made manicofthem ro 
haueſuch opinion of vs, as that if they knew not the trueth of godand religion al- 
ready, it was rather tobe had from vs, whom God fo ſpecially loued then from a 
people that wereſo (imple, as they found themſelues ro be in compariſon of vs. 
Whercupon greater credite was giuen vnto that weſpake of concerning ſuch mat= 
rers. | 
|  Manietimesandineuety towtie where I came, according asI was able, I ma- 
dedeclaration of the contentes of the Bible;thart therein was ſet foorth the true and 
onelie G 0 Þ, and his mightic woorkes,that therein was contayned the true doctri- 
neof{aluation through Chriſt, with manie particularities of Miracles and chiefe 
poyntes of religion,as | was able then to vtter, and thought fitre for the time. And 
although | rold them the booke materially & ofirſelf was nor of anie ſuch vertue, 
as I thought they did conceiue, bur onely the doftrine therein corained; yer would 
many be glad to touchit, to embraceit, to kiſſeir, to hold it ro their breſts and hea- 
des, and ſtroke ouer all their bodie with it; to shewe theirhungrie deſire of that 
knowledgewhich was ſpoken of. 7 
The W :roans with whom we dwelt called Wingina, and many of his people 
would be glad many times to be with vs at our ptaiers,and many times call vpon vs 
both in his owne towne, as alſo in others whither he ſometimes accompanied vs,to 
pray andfingPlalmes; hoping thereby to bee partaker of the ſame ctfectes which 
wee by that meanesallo expected. 
\  Twilethis Wiroans was fo grieuouſly ſickethathe was like todie, and as hee 
laie languishing, doubting of anic helpe by his owne prieſtes, and thinking he was 
in ſuch daunger for offend vs and thereby our god, ſentfor ſome of vs to praie 
 andbeeameanes toour God that it would Mlealohimn either that he might liue or 
afterdearhdwell with him in bliſſe, ſolikewiſe were the requeſtes of manic others 
inthelike caſe. I's | 
| Onatime allo when their corne began to wither by reaſon of a drouth 
which happened extraordinarily, fearing thatit hadcometo paſſe by reaſontthatin 
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ſome thing they had diſpleaſed vs, many wouldecometo vs & deſire vs to praie to 
our Godof England, that he would preſerue their corne, promiſing that whenir 


was ripe wealſoshould bepartakersofthe fruite. ILY 


| Therecouldatno time happen any ſtrange ſickneſſe,loſles,hurtes, or any 0- 


thercroſſe vntoghem, bur that they would impureto vs thecauſe or meanes the- 
rof for offending or not pleaſing vs. - 


One other rare and ſtrange accident, leauing others, will I mention before 1 
ende,which m6ouecd the hole countrey that either kney or hearde of vs, tohauc 
vsin wonderfull admiration. L 
Therewas no towne where we had any ſubtile deuiſe pratiſed againſt vs, we 
leauing irvnpunished ornor reuenged ( becauſe wee ſought by all meanes pdſlible 
ro win {fi gentleneſle) burtharwithina few dayes after our departure from 
cuerie ſuch towne, the people began to die very faſt, and many in short ſpace; inſo- 
me townes about twentie,in ſome fourtie,in ſomeſixrie, & in oneſixeſcore, which 
 intruethwas very manicin reſpect of theirnumbers. This happened in no place 
that weecouldelearne but where wee had bene, where they vied ſome practiſe aga- 
inſt vs,and after ſuch time; Thediſeaſc alſofo ſtrange, rhat they neither knew what 
it was,nor how to cureit;the like by reportof the oldeſt men inthe countrey neuer 
happened before, time out ofminde. A thing ſpecially obſerued by vs as alſo by the 


nacturall inhabitants themlſclues. 


Infomuchthat when ſome of theinhabirants which were ourfriends & cſpe- 
cially the Wiroans Wingina had obſerued ſuch effefts-in foure or fiue towns to fol- 
low their wicked practites, they were perſwaded that it was the worke of our God 


through our meanes, and that wee by. him might kil and {lai whom wee would wi- 
thout weapons and notcomeneere them. 


And thereupon when it had happened that they;had vnderſtanding that any 
of their enemies had abuſed vs in ourjourneyes, hearing that wee had wrought no 
revenge with our weapons, & fearing vporiſomecauſerhe matrershould o reſt: 
did comeand intreate vs that we woulde beea meanes to our God that they as 0- 
thers thathaddealtill with vs mightinlike fort die ; alleaging howe much it would 
be for ourcrediteand profire, as allo theirs; and hoping furthermore:that we would 
do ſo much at their requeſts in reſpeCt of the friendship we profeſle chem. 

| Whole entreaties though weeshewedthar they were vngodlic, affirming 

thatour God would not ſubiecthimfelfe to anie ſuch praiers al requeſtes of me: 
chat in deede all thinges haue beene and were to be done according to his good 
pleaſure as he hadordained : ad that we toshew ourſelues his true ſeruars ought ra- 
ther to make petition for the contrarie , that they with them might liue:together 
with vs,bee made partakers of his truth &ſerue himin righteouſnes; butnorwith- 
| ſtanding inſuchſort, that wee referrethar as all other thinges,to bee:done accor- 
ding rohisdiuine ill & pleaſure, idasby his wiſedomehe had ordained to bebeft.

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| Yerbecauſetheeffe&fellour ſo ſodainly and shortly afier according tothcir 


deſires, they thoughtneuertheleſſe ircameto paſſe by our meanes, andthatwein 


vling ſuch ſpeeches vato them did bur diflemble the matter, andrherefore came

vnto vsto gue vs thankes in their manner that altho 
promiſe, yetindeedes andeffetyc had fulfilled rheir ; 


This maruclousaccidentin all the countric wrought ſo ſtrange opinionsof 
vs,tharſome peoplecould not telwherher to think vs gods or men, and therather 
becauſe tharall the ſpace of their ſickneſle,there was no man of ours knownetodie, 
or that was ſpecially ſicke: they noted alſo thatwe had no women amongſt vs , nei- 
ther thatwedidcareforany of theirs. |
